AUTUMN IN PARIS 


October's warm mists obscure an ominous future 
by CHARLES C. WERTENBAKER 


During these unseasonably warm, unreasonably beautiful, sunny 
Indian-summer days a blue haze has hung low over Paris. From 
the Place de la Concorde, the Arc de Triomphe, about a mile away, 
is a majestic blur, and even the Chamber of Deputies just across 
the narrow river is seen through a blue and eerie veil. As you 
walk along the Seine, past the ever-present fishermen and clerks 
eating their frugal lunches, the opposite quai seems to have re- 
ceded into another land where people, for all you know, may 
Jead an entirely different life. The haze gives an aspect of unreality 
to the city, which is in keeping with the temper of people. Right 
now Frenchmen, long noted for being realistic, are unable to face 
their future. They know that this lovely haze which colors Paris 
by day and turns to soft mist by night is partly caused by the mil- 
lions of dust particles raised by their shuffling, ill-shod feet. It is 
the direct result of the months-long drought, a more important by- 
product of which was the disastrous wheat crop which has re- 
duced every Frenchman’s daily ration to less than seven ounces of 
sour and soggy bread, 

But bread is only a thrice-daily reminder to Frenchmen that, 
three years after a glorious liberation which was to have been the 
beginning of a new and cleaner national life, they are in a state of 
economic bankruptcy and political and moral confusion. The lead- 
ers who came back from exile or rose out of the resistance have 

iven them a government which does not govern. The U.S., which 

jombed out their bridges and railroads and ports to set them free, is 
nat eo generotevetth dhllare io Leen theme free: The Conmmunkstexs 

loit every aspect of their confusion and discomfort to keep them 
Tivided among themselves. The fear of a civil war between De Gaulle 
and the Communists is surpassed only by the fear of being caught 
in a war between the U.S. and Russia, and this fear is almost 
psychopathic. 

The Communist party loses no opportunity to turn the food 
shortage to its own advantage. The government, it must be said, 
has been obliging in providing opportunities. A good example both 
of Communist tactics and government bumbling is what has come 
to be known as “‘the battle of the sugar,” which has been going on 
for a month and may not be over yet. 

It all grew out of what was probably a sound business move b: 
the government. The French occupation zone of Germany, whic

EDITORIAL 


THE FABIANS 


THEY HAVE LOST THE WEBBS AND GAINED POWER. BUT THEY STILL NEED AN ECONOMIC THEORY 


‘A mild little goat-bearded man died in Eng- 
land last week, full of years (88) and honors, 
behind him a mountain of work, around him 
troops of disciples. One of these disciples is the 
prime minister of England, Clement Attlee, 
who said in his mild way of his mild mentor, 
"He lived long enough to see the ideas which 
he put forward 60 years ago being realized.” 
The name of these ideas is Fabian Socialism; 
of the man, Sidney Webb. 

Not only Attlee out many of the best brains 
in the British government are Fabians. Sir 
Stafford Cripps, who has just been given semi- 
dictatorial powers in order to rescue England 
from economic strangulation, is a Fabian and 
also the nephew of Sidney Webb’s late wife and 
lifelong collaborator, Beatrice. The Webbs, 
though dead, are triumphant; while England, 
though not dying, worse econom 
than at any time since the Webbs were born. 
Any connection here? Any moral for the rest 
of the world? 


What Is Fablanism? 


What makes Fabian Socialism so truly Bri 
ish is that no Fabian (except one, to be men- 
tioned shortly) can tell you exactly what it 
means. To join the Fabian Society all you have 
to favor is equal opportunity for everybody 
through “the collective ownership and demo- 
cratic control” of economic resources. You 
avoid but do not absolutely forswear vi 
lence as a means to this end. (Fabius the Pro- 
crastinator, for whom the Society was named, 
did after all harry Hannibal's flanks.) But be- 
ond that, boasts Fabian pundit G. D. H. Cole, 
‘There is'no Fabian orthodoxy .  . no collec. 
tive views .. . no party line.” Instead there is 
endless freedom of inquiry and discussion, as 
so hlamelessly exemplified in the life and work 
of the Webbs. 

When the Webbs were engaged to be mar- 
ried in 1892, Beatrice wrote in her diary, “We 
are both of us second-rate minds, but we are 
curiously combined. . . . A considerable work 
should result.” In fact this work filled several 
libraries and remade England. Beatrice was a 
wealthy altruist, Sidney a walking encyclope- 
dia. They began collating: facts about every 
weak or sore spot in British industrial society, 
from methods of garbage-collecting to elec- 
tion laws. Pouring out a steady stream of lu- 
cid arguments and incontrovertible statistics, 
they became known as the “two typewriters 
that click as one.” With due lag, reform and 
progress followed almost every book. 

All this was called “socialism” mainly be- 
cause the Webbs chose to ascribe the injustices 
they encountered to capitalism. Sociology was 
their vocation, anticapitalism a hobby. As their 
friend G. B. Shaw said, the Webbs made social- 
ism “constitutional, respectable and practical.” 
So practical indeed that Dean Inge thought, 
“Socialism will die of boredom.” But it didn’t, 
for two reasons. First, the Fabians latched on 
to the trade unionists of the emergent Labor 
party, like pilot fish on a grampus, and thus 
got into Parliament. Second, their policy of 
ermeation”—reasoned argument and pam. 
ices ‘among all educated classes, includ- 
ing many Tory cabinet officers—slowly but 

surely eroded these classes’ belief in ca 
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ism. Those who asked for a description of the 
alternative system were given a few generous 
phrases and a detailed plan for revising the 
constitution, for prison reform or the like. A 
real revolutionary theorist like Trotsky could 
call the Fabians “‘sentimental careerists” and 
“gabbling electics.” But as a result of “per- 
meation” the Fabians soon included a large 
section of the British civil service, which was 
ready to cooperate enthusiastically with La- 
bor socialism when it took office in 1945. 
Even the capitalists perversely followed 
Webb advice. There being no Sherman Act in 


Britain, they eliminated competition (which 
the Fabians thought wasteful) and turned 
British industry into a phalanx of monopolies 
and cartels. Any industry in modern Britain 
which retains real competition and free entry 
is the exception, not the rule. Private owners 
or no theoretical excuse 
n. The process has gone 
so far that few Britons today, Labor or Con- 
vative, have the energy to try to reverse it. 
Result: Britain, ha’ bandoned capitalism 
at the Webbs’ behest, is now embracing social- 
ism without ever having had it clearly defined. 

‘That last statement would need amendment 
if Britons had ever taken George Bernard Shaw 
seriously. In the early days of the Fabian Soci- 
ety, Shaw's passion for definitions led to many 
a battle with the Webbs because, as he said 
later, “An Irishman likes to know what he is 
doing, and there is nothing an Englishman 
hates more.” Shaw (see The Intelligent Wom- 
an’s Guide) has defined his version of socialism 
with perfect clarity and candor. Socialism is 
above all a theory of distribution, and it means 

“equality of income or nothing.” 

On the central question of human motives 
all Fabians agree that money is a demeaning 
reason to work. What then? “The dominant 
motive in everyone's life,” wrote Beatrice, 
‘must be the welfare of the race.” Annie Be- 
sant thought the “instinct of benevolence” 
and the “desire to excel” would serve. Only 
Shaw was both realistic and precise: labor must 
be compelled to work. 

Shaw evaded the question of liberty by re- 
defining it as leisure. But he was too honest to 
claim that men would work at all without being 
forced to it, however short their hours. Under 
socialism, he wrote, “you would be forcibly fed, 
clothed, lodged, taught and employed whether 
you liked it or not. You might possibly be exe- 
cuted in a kindly manner, but whilst 
permitted to live you would have to live well.” 


Does all this sound like theoretical nonsense? 
Well, it’s the best worked-out theory the Fa- 
bians have, And it is not entirely theoretical 
right now. The Labor government has recently 
resumed some of the wartime controls over la- 
bor; they can tell job seekers where to work and 
they are rounding up what they call the “spivs 
and drones.” The British are going along with 
this because it is a condition, not a theory, that 
confronts them, But perhaps it is time for them 
to confront the theory as well. 

Fabian assiduity is still turning out splen- 
did plans. Cripps produced a beauty only last 
month for increasing exports; but as the Lon- 
don Economist pointed out, it omits complete- 
ly the question of “motive power”—i.e., incen- 

tives for human effort, which is the No. 1 prob- 

Jem in Britain today. Human nature has always 
been something of a blind spot with Cripps, as 
it was with his aunt. A theory of d epee as 
is not much help when the problem is produc- 
tion. So far as anyone knows there are only two 
ways to make men work: money or fear, cap- 
italism or Shavianism, the carrot or the stick 
Will the British muddle into a third? Ameri 
cans will watch for the answer with close inter- 
est these next few months. Like Prohibition, 
British socialism is an experiment “noble in 
Purpose” and therefore probably has to be 
tried. 


derstanding Capitalism 


One thoughtful American observer of En- 
rope concludes that only rich countries can 
afford socialism, but only poor ones ever adopt 
it. British socialists are proud that their pro- 
duction now equals prewar “and even exceeds 
it” (by 10% or 20%). American production is 
almost twice prewar. Thus, America is under 
no temptation to go socialist; but it is a good 
time to reflect on how the British got there and 
whether we are prone to the same muddling 
mistakes, 

Americans are at least as pragmatic as the 
British and we share their itch for improving 
things, fixing the drains, appointing boards 


and commissions and passing ad hoc laws, & la 
Webb. Another few years of the arch-pragmatic 


New Deal, for example, and we too might have 
slid sideways into pseudosocialism, like Eng- 
land. But like the fish we also like to know 
what we are doing, and for that we need to 
check up on theory every now and then. 

No economic system can long be taken for 
granted; it needs understanding and political 
support. American capitalism, which is differ- 
ent from the morbid European variety, needs 
and will repay study by Europeans and Amer- 
icans alike. It especially needs study by our 
own young Webbs, on whom we rely to keep it 
in line with social justice. It, not socialism, is 
the current wonder of the world. Its theory is 
neither inscrutable nor deficient. In practice it 


works,

I was determined to go to college all the same.” Determined was 
hardly a strong enough word. Miss Thomas dropped her first name 
to be more masculine and went to Cornell, where she was known 
as M. Carey Thomas. She forced her way into Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, where she studied for a year. But she was not allowed to 
attend classes and left to go to Leipzig University in Germany. 
There, because she was a woman, she could not get a degree. She 
got her Ph, D. at Ziirich University in Switzerland and came back 
to America. About that time a girl named Mary Woolley begged her 
way into the men’s classes at Brown University, and another named 
Virginia Gildersleeve became a student at Barnard College. 

These three women became the first great generation of women’s 
college heads. Miss Thomas helped found Bryn Mawr in 1885 and 
became its president nine years later. Miss Gildersleeve made Barn- 
ard internationally famous. Miss Woolley built Mount Holyoke, 
which was barely out of its seminary status, into a first-class wor 
en’s college. Peckapeniors than any others these three women were 
responsible for the respect accorded women’s colleges tod 

‘fie\presecitHieals of Vaseaz, Barnard: Welletlay. Gul Bey Baw 
are the heirs of the hard work their predecessors did. Each is sur- 
prisingly representative of the college she controls. Vassar College, 
for example, is easy-going, friendly and almost self-consciously 
democratic. Educationally it sticks pretty much to the middle of 
the road, Its president, Sarah Gibson Blanding (page 91), is as re- 
axed and informal as any Vassar girl. When she became Vassar’s 
pect last year, she stepped into a tough job which for 31 years 

had been brilliantly administered by a man, Henry Noble Mac- 
Cracken. Miss Blanding, who had worked her way through a South- 
ern college by teaching physical education and raising tobacco, was 
practically unknown in the eastern women’s colleges. She did not 
even have her Ph.D., and most of the faculty had never heard of 
her. But somehow a few months after her i inauguration, everyone 
became aware that Vassar was running very smoothly. Vassar girls 
find her disarmingly approachable, Last spring one girl came on a 

coup of five Hartaci mer standing outside the Soap Palace (a 
Biles on the main hall) and looking lost.

When he was a young London bachelor, George Bernard Shaw, who has 
never had a reputation as a woman-chaser, was challenged by a humorous 
friend to write a drama about Don Juan, the greatest woman-chaser of all 
time, It took Shaw 15 years to rise to the bait, but in 1903 he completed 
Man and Superman, a play about a modern Don Juan, which turned out to 
be the wordiest and most brilliant of all Shaw’s comedies. This fall Man and 
Superman has been revived in New York with some of its wordiness deleted 
but with none of its brilliance tarnished. 

In Shaw's comedy Don Juan has become a liberal young aristocrat named 
John Tanner who has outgrown his passion for philandering and has ac- 
quired instead a moral passion for creating a better world. For three acts 
Tanner talks and talks about morality, sex, motherhood, democracy and 
the working man and tries at the same time to resist the charms of a beau- 
tiful girl who wants him to give up talking long enough to be her husband 
and the father of her children. In the end Tanner finds himself trapped, 
sinks into her embraces but goes down gabbing to the last. 

Producer, director and star of the play is Maurice Evans. As producer 
and director he has assembled a good cast and spurred them into giving a 
high-spirited performance. As actor in the role of Tanner, Evans serves as a 
wonderful talking-machine, spouting Shaw's rhetoric loud and clear soevery- 
body can hear it, Since to hear Shaw is to enjoy him, Evans contributes 
largely toward making Man and Superman the wittiest show on Broadway.

SHAW vs. EVANS 


Producer gets vigorous Shavian rubdown 


Whenever an actor or producer decides to put on a play by Shaw, 
he takes a deep breath and gets ready for the inevitable exchange of 
letters and cables in which the great playwright, who is now 91, en- 
tertains, instructs and insults the negotiator. 

Last February, Actor Maurice Evans fired the opening salvo at Shaw 
by writing for permission to present Man and Superman. “I am as- 
suming,”? wrote Evans bravely, “that you have no objection to the 
omission of the Hell scene” (below). In his reply Shaw agreed to the 
omission of the Hell scene but berated Evans for biting off more than 
he could chew in trying both to produce and star in Superman. “In 
my opinion an actor should always take money out of the theatre and 
never put money into it. Management is the death of acting.” 

Evans tactfully reminded Shaw that he had never produced a flop. 
Whereupon Shaw granted permission to produce Superman and Evans 
arranged to pay him a personal visit last summer (above). In his own 
back parlor Shaw was cordial and served Evans tea. 

Back in New York all went well until three days before the show was 
ready to try out in New Haven. Then, out of the blue, Evans received 
a really fine example of Shavian heckling in which Shaw claimed 
“somebody”: had informed him that at the end of the show Evans had 
altered Shaw’s stage directions by making Ann sit down instead of 
stand. “If you really made such a blunder you are hopeless as a pro- 
ducer," wrote Shaw. ". .. Stick to acting which is your job. . « . My 
plays flop in the hands of duffers who think they know better than T 
do.” Despite Shaw’s dire predictions Superman is now playing to stand- 
ing room only, though at the end of the play Ann continues to sit.

No prisoner, not even the many-time loser 
who is serving a long sentence and has no hope 
of ever stepping on free earth again, is com- 
pletely cut off from the world outside. Aside 
from newspapers, magazines and radio, he can 
receive an unlimited number of letters, and in a 
prison like San Quentin he can write three let- 
ters a week to his family or friends. (In some 
less progressive prisons he is limited to one a 
week, written on a single piece of paper in a 
short period set aside under prison rules.) 
Strangely, many prisoners would rather write 
than receive letters—it gives them a chance for 
self-expression and for feeling important. 

But the strongest link with the outside world 
is the visitor. As can be seen from the remark- 
able photographs at right, the brief reunions 
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with wives or parents are a queer bittersweet 
mixture of joy and grief, of affection and ten- 
sion. One prisoner, asked to describe his emo- 
jonsabout visitors, wrote with poignant simplic-

meetings are a potent factor in maintaining the 
morale of the prisoner who sincerely wants to 
reform.

Sam Goldwyn 


Selznick calls him “maddening”... Zanuck says “Sam...Sam...” and 
loses his breath... He made Cary Grant and Loretta Young unhappy... 


But the egoistical old master says, “That’s the way I make pictures” 
by ROGER BUTTERFIELD 


said Samuel Goldwyn, the old master of the movie business. “I am 
not a man who agrees easily. But it is not true that I disagree all the 
time.” 

Goldwyn, whose disagreements with other people have shaped Hollywood 
history for nearly 35 years, was looking particularly agreeable when he 
made this statement, He was sitting in a large wicker chair on a terrace out- 
side his home in Beverly Hills, Calif., surrounded by roses, oleanders and 
pepper trees, In one hand he held a cup of tea. Beside him, on a plate, was a 
twisted English biscuit and a small round pool of honey. 

“Tama lone wolf,” he continued, in amiable tones. “I am a rebel. I defy 
every convention. I make a picture to please me—if it pleases me there is a 
good chance it will please other people. But it has to please me first.” 

He set down his teacup and emphasized his points by striking himself 

ightly on the breast of his checked brown sports jacket. 

“Yes, I am difficult,” he sai I must be—they all say so. There was a 
lot of criticism because I threw away nearly $900,000 worth of work on my 
new picture, The Bishop's Wife, and started it all over again. I can’t help 
that, That’s the way I make pictures. 

“You might say I had some disagreements on this picture. I threw out 
the screen play three times. I changed directors in the middle of the pic- 
ture. Miss Loretta Young would not speak to me because I said to her, ‘A 
bishop's wife is not a glamour girl—I don’t like those three layers of make- 
But after the picture was shown she came over and kissed me. 

“T had a disagreement with Mister Cary Grant too. He s “You want 
me to be happy, don’t you?’ I said, ‘I don’t give a damn if you're happy. 
You are going to be here for only a few weeks, and this pictare will be out 
for a long time. I would rather you should be unhappy here, and then we 
can all be happy later.’ 

“Usually ahs people are happy making a picture it’ 
Goldwyn searched rapidly for the right word and found it—' 
he concluded. 

Goldwyn should know about making pictures. He has been making them 
longer than any other independent pro- 
ducer in the world. By 1913 he had left a 
successful career as a glove salesman to 
help produce the first feature-length film 
ever made in Hollywood—an epic of 
American Indians and London high soci- 
ety called The Squaw Man. The picture 
was made in a rented stable near the pres- 
ent intersection of Sunset Boulevard and 
Vine Street, and the coyotes came down 
from the hills at night to prowl around 
the building. Cecil B. DeMille, the direc- 
tor, shot a couple of them and nailed 
their skins to the wall. 

DeMille was one of Goldwyn’s partners 
in this pioneer enterprise. So was Jesse L. 
Lasky, who started as a cornet player and 
became one of the best-known vaudeville 
and cabaret impresarios in America. Ar- 
thur S. Friend, a theatrical lawyer, was 
the fourth member of the group. Each of 
these men invested $5,000 in an organiza- 
tion called the Jesse L. Lasky Feature 
Play Company. Another $5,000 in stock 
was set aside for general sale, while $5,000 
more went to Dustin Farnum as salary for 
playing the lead in The Squaw Man. At the 
Jast minute Farnum backed out of the 
deal and demanded his $5,000 in cash. 
“Tm just a poor actor,” he told the part- 
ners. “I can’t afford to take a chance with

$5,000.” He got his money, but three years later the stock he refused was 
worth more than one million dollars. 

DeMille and Lasky kept their stock and eventually became multimillion- 
aires, and they are now prominent producers and leading figures in the 
Hollywood motion-picture industry. They both agree that they were liter- 
lly forced into all shes Ey the nioviemstie aud eaperdalecuunshig of young 
Sam Goldwyn—which is the way Goldwyn remembers it too. 

At the time Goldwyn was not named Goldwyn. He was Samuel Goldfish, 
which was the name he received when he was born in the Jewish section of 
Warsaw, Poland, Aug. 27, 1882. He was married to Blanche Lasky, Jesse’s 
sister, and the two families lived together in a brownstone house on East 
6lst Street, Manhattan. 

Sam was making about $15,000 a year as chief sales executive for a glove 
compat but he could not stay away from the nickelodeon movie theaters 
on Herald Square, near his office. The pictures he saw there were only a 
few minutes long—“Bronco Billy” chasing a train and falling on his face, 
children throwing pillows at each other, a couple of drunks running away 
from a.policeman—that sort of thing. But Sam was completely enthralled. 
He would come home and pester his brother-in-law all through dinner to go 
into the picture business. 

“He had an idea that you could make full-length stories and plays into 
moving pictures,” Lasky recalls. ‘That seemed silly to me. They used to 
call movies ‘chasers’ in the show business, because they put them at the 
end of a vaudeville program to chase people out of the theater. 

"T told Sam, ‘Look, I'm a showman. I want to bring people into the 
theater, not chase them out.’ I told him if he wanted to get into a new busi- 
ness I had a wonderful idea for him, I was raised in California myself and I 
always loved Mexican-style tamales. I thought if somebody would start a 
chain of tamale palaces around New York he could make a fortune. I told 
Sam about it, but he wasn’t interested in tamales.” 

At about this time Lasky hired Cecil DeMille to direct an operetta about 
California. It was not a bad operetta, but it flopped. DeMille announced he 
was going to Mexico to think things over, and Lasky, on the spur of the 
moment, said to him, “Look Cecil, you 
want a change, you want adventure, let’s 
go into the picture business.” DeMille 
said “Let's,” and they shook hands on it. 
Then Lasky hurried home to tell Sam, 
“You win—we're in business.” 

It was Lasky’s idea to make their first 
picture in the West, use he had once 
visited Flagstaff, Ariz. and had seen a 
number of Indians standing around the 
railroad station. “Go to Flagstaff,” he told 
DeMille, who was to direct the picture. 
“It’s way up in the mountains and has 
sunshine every day. And you can get all 
the Indians you want for nothing.” 

DeMille followed these instructions, 
but when he stepped off the train at Flag- 
staff the town was almost hidden by a rag- 
ing blizzard and there was not an Indian 
in sight. He jumped right back on the 
same train and continued to the end of 
the line—Los Angeles. 

A few days later a wire reached the 
other two partners in New York. “FLAG- 
STAFF NO GOOD FOR OUR PUR- 
POSE,” it read. “HAVE PROCEEDED 
TO A PLACE CALLED HOLLYWOOD. 
WANT AUTHORIZATION TO RENT 
BARN FOR $75 A MONTH. REGARDS. 
CECIL.” 


In the New York offices, consternation 
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ensued, Neither Sam nor Jesse had ever heard of Hollywood. 
And the barn seemed completely unnecessary—wasn’t California 
a land of free and unfettered sunshine? Why not make the pic- 
ture outdoors? However, the following cautious reply was sent: 

“AUTHORIZE YOU TO RENT BARN ON MONTH TO MONTH 
DON’T MAKE LONG TERM COMMITMENT. REGARDS.

Zukor rushed off to his estate on Long 
Teiand to brood, while Sam drove round and round Central Park ina 
taxi, But neither one cooled off enough to give in. About six months 
after the merger, the other partners bought Sam's interest for a 
reputed million dollars, and Sam got out of the company. 

Sam was then 34 years old and already a millionaire. At once he 
began feverish maneuvers to get back into the movie business, He 
persuaded Edgar and Arch Selwyn, Broadway producers and own- 
ers of a large "library of copyrighted plays, to go into partnership 
with him. They were to provide the stories, while Sam would hire 
the stars, produce, promote and sell the pictures. The new organ- 
ization was led the Goldwyn Pictures Corporation, a name 
manufactured from the first syllable of Goldfish and the last sylla- 
ble of Selwyn. 

The more Sam heard and saw the name Goldwyn, the more he 
liked it. One day, without consulting his partners, he went into 
court with his lawyers and annexed it for his personal use. This 
move was not appreciated by the Selwyns, who felt—with some 
reason—that it was as much their name as his. (Hollywood gag- 
sters ever since have pointed out that Sam left them the other two 
syllables, Sel-fish.) There was not much they could do about it, 
however. ‘The newspapers announced that * ‘the late Samuel Gold- 
fish” was “not dead but legally annihilated” and that Samuel 
Goldwyn had taken his place. Before long Sam was blithely talking 
about “the company which bears my name” when quite the op- 
posite was true. 

The first star he engaged for the new company was the cele- 
brated comedienne Mabel Normand. The se ‘ond was Mae Marsh, 
the third Madge Kennedy. This was indeed a “glittering galaxy,” 
and the Goldwyn press agents let the world know it. But Sam was

The Goldwyn production of Thais, starring Mary Garden, was 
one of the most colossal flops in movie history, both artistically 
and financially, The famous did not take y 
tions given her in the movie studio; in fact, she did not take d 
tions. She heaved, rolled her e awed the air with her arms and 
sang as violently as she would have on the Metropolitan Opera 
stage. Tithe paflence of Hollywood, sh ed all over the plac 
The trouble with this was th: audiences of 1918 could not 
hear her voice. All they got was the heaving and eye-rolling, and it 
made them laugh. 

Among the eminent authors that Goldwyn enticed to Hollywood 
in this period were Rupert Hughes, Rex Beach, Gertrude Atherton 
and Gouverneur Morris. He also invaded Europe in his search for 
authors. He paid Anatole France $10,000 for the rights to Thais. 
He tried desperately to snare George Bernard Shaw, bu’ 
could not be had. After one of their discussions an En 
porter called on Shaw and asked how they had got on. a 
thing was fine,” the great Irishman replied. “There is only one 
difference between Mr. Goldwyn and myself. Wher: 
terested in art, I am interested in mone’ 

Yet with all this pleasant excitement and international public- 
ity, the Goldwyn company did not do well. Goldwyn had overex- 
panded his distribution outlets: he had personall ited England, 

‘rance, Germany and other countries and opened Goldwyn sales 
offices in places where American films had been seen but rarely. 
‘The producing end of his company could not make enough pic- 
tures to keep the selling end b result the cost of distribut- 
ing Goldwyn pictures ran as high as 50% of the gross, whereas not 
more than 20% was considered a reasonable margin. The Goldwyn 
company, in fact, was held together only by the $7 million which 
had been invested in it just after the flush war years by the Du 
Pont family and several other financiers. These powerful inte: 
naturally did not like to lose money and demanded changes. By 
1923 Goldwyn had been forced to sell out again and the Goldwy 
company was swallowed up in the great merger which created 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures Corporation.

What’s in a name? 


NCE again there was a sharp disagreement over names. The 

managers of the new combine had paid a large price for the 
Goldwyn company, but they had bought no part of Sam Goldwyn. 
When he announced he was going to make pictures again under 
his adopted name, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer brought suit to prevent 
him, From the business point of view they had a good case, but 
Sams outraged protests could be heard all the way from Culver City 
to Times Square. Eventually an agreement was reached whereby 
he could attach the name “Goldwyn” to his pictures, provided 
he always put “Samuel” in front of it. 

A large part of the movie-going public, however, still persists in 
regarding Samuel Goldwyn and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer as one and 
the same thing. At the present time, this does not upset Goldwyn a 
bit. “I think Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer is a very fine company,” he 
aid recently. ‘They are doing a great job. They haven’t hurt mea 
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bit.” To appreciate the full flavor of this remark, one should re- 
member that M-G-M, which has the largest movie studio in the 
world, makes from 30 to 40 feature pictures a year, while Samuel 
Goldwyn rarely makes more than three. 

Once more, and this was only 1923, Goldwyn was out of a job. 
Once more a company which he had helped to establish was going 
on without him to become one of the giants of the industry. Yet 
Goldwyn was not discouraged. He retired for a few months to a 
house on Long Island and dictated 
his “memoirs” to a ghost writer. 
These were published in Pictorial 
Review and as a book under the title 
Behind the Screen and netted Gold- 
wyn nearly $100,000. With this 
money and the one million dollars 
he had salvaged from the Goldwyn 
company, he went right back into 
the movie-making business. 

This time he was determined to 
bea real “independent.” There were 
to be no more partners to argue with 
—no more troublesome outside in- 
vestors. What money he needed he 
would borrow in his own name. He 
would rent a studio of his own. 
Goldwyn was to be the one and only 
boss of Samuel Goldwyn, Incorpo-

Goldwyn usually explains 
worst pictures by remarking casual 
ly that he wasn’t around the studio 
when they were made. In the case of 
Woman Chases Man, he has been 
known to place the blame on awriter 
named Edward Chodorov, who was 
not there either. Chodorov, whose 
reputation is high in Hollywood, 
was called in to see if he could im- 
prove the outlined script for the 
picture. He gave it one reading and 
announced it was so terrible that he 
would not have anything to do with 
it. Whereupon Goldwyn became 
very angry and ordered him out of 
his offi 
Years passed, and Woman Chases 
Man became nothing but an unhap- 
py memory in the Goldwyn studio. 
One day someone suggested to Gold- 
wyn that he call in Chodorov to 
work on a completely new story. 
“Chodoroy! Chodorov!”’ cried 
Sam. “T won't have anything to do 
with that fellow! He was connected with one of my worst failures!” 
There is a legend in Hollywood that when Goldwyn first became 
an independent producer he called in the head of his publicity de- 
partment and said, “David Belasco became a famous producer by 
wearing his collar wrong side around. What can I do to make my- 
self famo' And shortly afterward the Goldwyn gag, or “Gold- 
wynism,” was born.

It may well have 
been Goldwyn who said, “A verbal contract isn’t worth the paper 
it's written on,” and “Thad a monumental idea this morning, but 
I didn’t like it.” 

At first all available Goldwynisms, genuine and false, were 
snatched up by Goldwyn’s high-powered publicity staff and ladled 
out in batches to columnists and feature writers. When the supply 
ran low, new ones were invented. Jokebooks were ransacked for 


+ likely old gags which could be pinned on Goldwyn. There came a 


time, however, when Goldwynisms became annoying to Goldwyn 
and his family. The publicity men were then instructed to discour- 
age the Goldwyn gags. A special campaign was undertaken with the 
cooperation of such prominent columnists as Walter Winchell, 
Leonard Lyons and Hedda Hopper, who had rarely passed a week 
without printing half a dozen hilarious Goldwynisms. The argu- 
ment was used that these jokes had a damaging effect on Sam Gold- 
wyn Jr., who was then attending the University of Virginia. As a 
result the publication of Goldwynisms ceased almost entirely for 
several years. (In the midst of this campaign, however, the 
Reader's Digest sent Goldwyn a check to pay for a Goldwyn gag 
which it had reprinted from a Broadway column. It was almost a 
week before the Goldwyn studio settled down to normal after that.) 


“Sam has class” 


EW Goldwynisms still appear, for the true origin of the Gold- 

wynism was not in any publicity department but in Goldwyn’s 
teeming, restless and effervescent brain, which is constantly outrac- 
ing his tongue. As a result, when he grows excited his words get 
twisted. Moreover, his speech retains a strong Polish-Jewish flavor 
—he pronounces wolf as “vulf” and convention as “conwention.” 
But he is neither ignorant nor uneducated. He is a highly cultivated 
man of many and diverse talents. As Fred Astaire once put it, 
“Sam has class.” 

Although his company is tiny compared with the great produe- 
ing studios of 20th Century-Fox, M-G-M, Warner Bros., Paramount 
and RKO, Goldwyn is still Hollywood's most resounding mouth- 
piece. His statements on almost anything command more news- 
paper space than those of any other producer, large or small. If 
placed end on end, these statements seem curiously mixed. Gold- 
‘wyn attacks Hollywood violently and also defends it violently. He 
praises British films when arriving in England and denounces them 
when he is ready to leave. He makes a series of exciting pictures

about crime, and then, when he is through, he demands that Holly- 
wood stop making crime pictures. 

One of his persistent themes is that “everyone in Hollywood 
should work harder.” (Goldwyn himself works harder than most 
people in Hollywood.) Another is that “Hollywood makes too many 
ee (If Hollywood would make less, the exhibitors would 
have to run them longer, and this would mean more profits for 
Goldwyn, who makes very few pictures anyway.) Another Gold- 
wyn crusade is “the double feature must go.” (This, too, would 
mean a greater gross for Gold 

Darryl F. Zanuck, executive head of the 20th Century-Fox stu- 
dio, has long been a student of Goldwyn’s public statements and 
behavior and recently made some shrewd comments about them 
for the benefit of this article. While discussing Goldwyn he paced 
excitedly from one corner to another of his enormous office and 
occasionally struck his forehead with a clenched fist or flung out 
his arms in a frantic gesture to indicate mental agitation. 

“Sam is a very great showman, with tremendous courage and 
instinctive talent,” Zanuck began. ‘The very fact that he has suc- 
cessfully outlasted all of the original group of Hollywood produc- 
ers attests to his unusual qualifications. I don't believe that he has 
ver started a picture with any thought of compromise, regard- 
less of whether it was a so-called epic or a hokum comedy. He spares 
neither himself nor his money in an effort to get the best on the 
screen. In addition he is a shrewd businessman who balances im- 
portant pictures with good box-office hoke. 

“But as a publicity expert, at getting attention and newspaper 
space for Goldwyn, he is basil a past master—a genius—the 
greatest in the business. He doesn’t need any help from anybody 
for that. If he doesn’t have any significant pictures to release, if he 
ig putting out some little musical comedy or other, he will 
statement that it’s Hollywood’s job to brighten the live 
ne and not worry them about serious issues. And then, when 

has a significant picture to release and he knows it is going to be 
praised for its significance—something like The Best Years of Our 
Lives—he will wait until just a day before it comes out and issue a 
statement saying that Hollywood isn’t producing enough signifie 
cant pictures! 

“My God! It’s so obvious! Nobody else would have the nerve 
to do it! But it doesn’t faze him! He never bats an eye! 

“Sam—Sam—” Zanuck struck his forehead with his right fist 
and seemed to lose his breath for a moment. “Well, I'll tell you. 
It’s chemically impossible for Sam ever to see any other viewpoint 
than his own. There’s nothing intellectual about it. It isn’t a mat- 
ter of arguing, or logic. It’s just chem-i-cally im-possible. 

“He called me up one day and said he had been dealing with a 
certain company, and they had done something to him, and he was 
never going to deal with those so-and-so’s again. I asked what they 
had done, and he began to tell me, and I could see that they were 
right! I said, ‘Why, Sam, I can’t go along with you on this—they 
were right! And so what do you think he did? He said, “That's the 
trouble with this industry—they never stick together!’ And he 
hung up the phone! 

“Of course you know the old story—it’s been printed a thousand 
times how he called me up and said, ‘Darryl, you and Lare in trouble.”

I said, ‘What trouble, Sam?’ and he said, "You've got a certainactor 
and I want him!’ Imagine! I had the actor, and I was in trouble. I 
nearly fell off the phone. 

“But with all that I want to make it clear that Sam is one of the 
really great successes of Hollywood. You just cannot argue with 
that fact, nor can you charge it off to Tuck. This is a very tough 
business and anybody who has stuck with it the way Sam has, and 
stayed close to the top from the beginning, is entitled to a bit of 
sunshine now.” 

David O. Selznick, the producer of Gone With The Wind, Since 
You Went Away and other movie epics, also had some instructive 
things to say about his friend and competitor, Sam Goldwyn. 

"“T admire Sam,” he said. “I admire his bulldog tenacity, his ex- 
traordinary good taste and his daring. If a picture can be made just 
10% better by spending another million dollars on it, Sam will spend 
it. He has been one ait best and healthiest influences in Holly- 
wood over a period of many, many years. He has never stopped 
fighting for better films from the industry and he has never stopped 
making them himself. 

“It’s fabulous that after all these years Sam can maintain his ex- 
citement and enthusiasm for making pictures. He really loves this 
business. Of course he has his little faults and eccentricities just 
like all of us. Arguing with Sam is the most maddening experience 
in Hollywood. It is probably responsible for most of the frustrated 
feelings and table-poundings of Hollywood big shots. All the time 

you're talking to Sam you can see that he is just thinking of what 
te is going to say next—he uses your argument as a chance to rest 
up and think of new ones for himself. 

“He had an argument once with an exhibitor about the price of 
one of his pictures. Finally he told him to go ahead and show the 

icture, and they could settle on a price later. The exhibitor should 

ave known better, but he did it. When it came time to pay, Gold- 
wyn demanded a lot more money than the exhibitor’s total profit. 
Nick Schenck, of Loew’s Inc., was called in as an arbitrator. He 
went to the exhibitor and said, ‘Look, it isn’t worth all this fuss— 
give him everything you made on the picture and call it quits.’ The 
exhibitor agreed to do this and Schenck went to Goldwyn. "This 
man is willing to give you every cent of profit he made,’ he said. 
‘Now are you satisfied?’ No, I’m not,’ Goldwyn told him. If he had 
been showing any other picture but mine he would have lost money.” 

“T'll tell you a story that happened to me. One time Sam was 
after me to come in with him and make pictures in the same studio, 
‘The idea was that we could use the same offices and sets and both 
save some money. I wasn’t very keen on it and finally I said no, the 
deal was off. That was on the telephone. Fifteen minutes later Sam 
was in my office. He said, ‘You're afraid of me, aren't you?’ I said, 
‘Yes, lam, Sam. Why should I think I’m the only man in Hollywood 
who can live with you?’ He said, ‘I'll tell you what I'll do, If you or 
any of your people ever think you're not getting a fair deal, you can 
come direct to me, and I will prove to you how wrong you are!”

ce once occurred to William Wyler, the di- 

rector who has guided many Goldwyn successes to the screen. 
‘One evening a new picture was being previewed and Goldwyn an- 
nounced that he could not understand a certain scene. Wyler insist 
ed that it was perfectly easy to understand, and as proof he turned 
to Sam Goldwyn Jr., who was then 15 years old. “Do you under- 
stand it, Sammy?” he asked. “Sure,” said Sammy. Whereupon 
Sam Sr. turned on Wyler and demanded scornfully, “Since when 
are we making pictures for kids?” 

‘A Goldwyn publicity man once resigned because his boss tele- 
phoned him to complain that he wasn’t getting enough newspa- 
per publicity for a new Danny Kaye picture. The publicity man 
thought he had been doing pretty well, and he inquired, “What 
nevpapers have you seen, Mr. Goldwyn?” 

“What do you mean, what newspapers have I seen?” came the 
wrathful reply. “I'm down here in Palm Springs, and I haven't 
seen any newspapers for a week.” 

Perhaps the most delightful of all Goldwyn stories concerns The 
North Star, a picture of Soviet Russia at war which Goldwyn made 
in 1943. Goldwyn really put his heart into this film, which was not, 
however, his best box office success. When it was all finished he 
called his staff in and gave them a pep talk. 

“J don’t care anything about box office on this picture,” he said. 
“Lido ence how mich mansy ttimakeh. L jistewant ery man, 
woman and child in America to see it.” 

In 1915 Goldwyn was divorced from his first wife. Ten years later

he met a blond young Broadway actress at a gala party in the apart- 
ment of Condé Nast, high above Park Avenue.

Three nights later he 
asked her to marry him, and she agreed. She was 21 then, and he 
was 43.

PARASOL ANTS 


Insects carry pieces of leaf underground to build elaborate compost gardens on which to grow crops 


Next to man, the most skillful agriculturalists 
in the world are the small, heavily armored in- 
sects called parasol ants. They are peaceful vege- 
tarians, slow moving and phlegmatic, but they have 
one habit which has made them hated by farmers 
throughout tropical America and which has given 
them their name: every night they leave their nests 
to forage in nearby forests and plantations, strip- 
ping whole trees at a time and marching off with 
bits of leaf held over them like parasols. 

The succulent bits of vegetation gathered in 
these nightly forays are not eaten. They are raw 
materials for the underground gardens which are 
the basis of parasol-ant economy and of the extra- 
ordinary society which it supports. The seraps of 


leaf are first chewed intoa rich compost, then added 
to the spongy, globular masses (p. 148) on which 
are grown the threadlike fungus that is the ants’ 
only food. The maintenance of the gardens (and 
hence, the colony) requires a complicated social 
structure made up of distinct classes, each carry- 
ing out its own functions yet perfectly integrated 
with the others. The colony as a whole runs with 
almost mechanical smoothness. 

So specialized have these social classes become 
that each has developed a physical type of its own: 
the garden workers, who weed and cultivate the 
growing fungus, are the smallest ants of all. Slight- 
ly bigger workers excavate the passages and cham- 
bers of the hive. The medium-sized, scissor-jawed 


ants (like the ones on these pages) cut and carry 
leaves, marching across the jungle floor escorted 
by a few of the big, well-armed soldiers which also 
protect the entrance to the nest. The prolific queen, 
more than three quarters of an inch long and 100 
times bigger than the tiny cultivators, lies in state 
in her earthy chambers, tended by lesser ants and 
concerned only with her procreative duties. 
During the hundred million years of their exi 
ence parasol ants have ventured far out on an evo- 
lutionary limb. Hopelessly inferior as individuals, 
they have sacrificed self-sufficiency to specializa- 
tion. They have become parts of communities 
which are really superindividuals, inflexible in 
their behavior butalmost unique in their efficiency.
